De could he we moꝛe crafty Foxo in 
ti is wilde. gooſe ti aſe, then there are white Foxes in Ruſsia, 
and moze ſtrange Hoꝛſe · trickes plaide by ſuch Riders, then 
Bankes his curtal did euer pzactiſe(whoſe gambals of the two 
were the honeſter ) 

But betauſe this ſort of Birds Fave many feat ers foloſe 
befo2e they can fecle ar told, he ſuffers them to make their 
own flight, knowing that pꝛodigals doe but ieſt at the ſtripes 
which other mens rods giue them, and neuer compla ine of 
\-narting till they be whip"d with their oWne. 
AIncuery coztter did he ſtude Serpe::ts ingendering: vnder

med. And pou muſt note, that this Dot ſpur does neuer ſet 
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bpon any places but onely ſach, where he knowes(by intelli⸗ 
gence) there are ſtoꝛe of Gentlemen,o2 wealthy Farmers at 
the leaſt. A nongſt whom when he is come, he tels with di⸗ 
ſtracted lookes, and a voyce, / almoſt bꝛeathleſſe, how many 
villaines ſet vpon hin, what gold and iluer t';ev fooke from

Not farre from Theſe, camosrawling out of their buſhes a 


company ot graue t wealthy Lechers, in the ſhapes of Glow - 
wormes, who with Gold Jyngling in their pockets, made 
ſuch a thew in the night, that the doozes of tommon Brothel- 
ries flew open to retceiue them, though in the day time they 
durſt not palle that wap. foꝛ feare that noted Curtezans ſhuld 
challenge them of acquaintance, oꝛ that others ſhould laugh 
at them to ſee white heads growing vpon greene ſtalkes. 
Then came foꝛth certaine infamous earthy minded Crea- 
tures in the ſhapes of Snailes, who all the dap time hiding their 
heads in their ſhels, leaſt bopes ſhould with two fingers 
point at them foꝛ liuing baſely vpon the proſtitution of their 
wines bodies cared not now, befoze candle. light to ſhoot aut 
their largeſt Hornes 
A numbec of other monſters like theſe were ſeene, (as the 
Sunne went downe) to venture from their dens, onelp to in⸗ 
gender with Darkeneſſe: but candle· lights sye. ſight growing 
dimmer and dimmer, and he at laft falling ſtar ke blind, Luci- 
fers Match. man went ſtumbling vp and downe in the darke. 
How to weane Horſet. 
KY erp doo2e on a ſudden was ſhut, not a candle ſtood pee- 
ding th2ough any window, not a V intner was fo be ſec ne 
bꝛewing in his Celloꝛ, not a dꝛunkard to be met reeling, not 
a Mouſe to be heard ſtirring: all the Citie ſhewed like one 
Bed, and all in that Bed were ſoundly caſt in a ſleepe. Noyſe 
made no noyſe, foꝛ euery one that w2ought with the hammer 
was put to ſilence. Pet notwithſtanding when euen the Di⸗ 
uell himſelle could haue beene contented to take a nap, there
